Serve  the  Lord  with 
Gladness 

It  is  a  Word  from  God 
according  to  the  heart  and  the 
pen  of  the  Psalmist  that  we  are 
to  serve  the  Lord  with  glad¬ 
ness.  Have  you  seen  some  of 
those  folks  who  are  serving  the 
Lord  with  gladness  at  your 
church  recently?  They  are  not 
always  easy  to  find  and  to 
somewhat  paraphrase  Brother 
Shakespeare,  "There  are  mil¬ 
lions  of  drops  in  the  ocean  and 
a  few  of  them  sparkle."  At 
times  the  glad  folks  will  be 
singing  ana  sometimes  they 
will  be  preaching.  Sometimes 
they  will  be  handing  out  bul¬ 
letins  and  welcoming  guests. 
Sometimes  you  will  find  them 
hidden  back  in  the  preschool 
area  changing  diapers,  crawl¬ 
ing  around  with  creepers,  or 
just  joyfully  watching  toddlers 
as  they  bump  and  bounce  on 
the  floor.  Occasionally,  you  will 
find  them  serving  on  a  commit¬ 
tee  and  sometimes  they  will 
just  be  sitting  there  on  a  pew. 

While  I  cannot  find  sound 
scriptural  basis  for  doing  so,  at 
times  I  have  seen  saints  serve 
the  Lord  with  madness.  To  be 
honest  I  have  watched  as  the 
most  energized  moment  that 
some  people  experience  is  their 
anger  about  something.  It  is 
out  of  their  inflamed  emotions 
that  they  spend  hours  on  the

phone,  make  visits,  come  to 
church,  and  push  to  get  their 
way  accomplished.  It  is  both 
strange  ana  perplexing  to  me 
that  some  people  who  will  not 
come  to  churcn  to  worship,  to 
work,  to  extend  the  Kingdom, 
or  to  encourage  a  brother  will 
show  up  when  they  get  mad 
enough.  What  is  equally 
strange  is  the  fact  that  so  rarely 
do  you  see  good  things  come 
out  of  those  bad  feelings. 

At  times  I  have  also  seen  peo¬ 
ple  serve  the  Lord  in  sadness. 
Some  people  do  not  want  to  be 
where  they  are  doing  what  they 
are  doing,  but  they  go  ahead  and 
serve  anyway.  Recently,  I  was 
passing  oy  a  construction  site 
where  the  workers  were  gather¬ 
ing  together  to  begin  the  day's 
activities.  I  walked  by  and  said, 
"Good  morning.  You  guys  are 
fixing  to  get  with  it,  aren't  you?" 
One  of  them  said,  "Yep!"  One  of 
them  said,  "Well,  I  hope  not.  I 
hope  it  is  going  to  rain  so  I  can  go 
back  home."  1  thought  to  myself 


how  many  people  are  on  work 
sites  all  across  tne  land  and  they 
don't  want  to  be  there?  The  job  is 
not  intriguing,  the  motivation  is 
not  fulfilling,  and  while  their 
body  is  there  going  through  the 
motions,  their  heart  and  mind  is 
off  somewhere  else.  Surely  all  of 
us  go  through  those  kinds  of 
moments,  but  it  certainly  should 
not  dominate  our  expenences  in 
life  and  certainly  not  in  the 
Lord's  work.  What  a  blessing  it 
is  to  be  alive  and  what  a  privilege 
it  is  to  serve  the  Lord. 

Back  to  the  Psalmist's  origi¬ 
nal  thought,  "Serve  the  Lord 
with  gladness."  Isn't  that  good? 
What  does  it  do  to  you?  How 
does  it  encourage,  inspire, 
move,  and  lift  you  when  you 
see  someone  serving  the  Lord 
with  delight?  Though  the 
Psalmist  is  not  asking  us  to 
serve  the  Lord  excluding  all  the 
other  feelings  and  emotions 
that  we  may  nave  in  life,  there 
is  to  be  a  prominence  in  our 
service  that  expresses  gladness. 


I  am  not  talking  about  the  kind 
of  giddy,  made-up  sort  of  stuff 
that  shows  up  wnen  you  walk 
on  the  stage  and  is  totally 
absent  when  you  are  walking 
down  the  street.  I  am  not  talk¬ 
ing  about  the  kind  of  worked- 
up  emotional  frenzy  that 
makes  you  appear  to  be  happy 
for  a  moment  and  then  there  is 
no  gladness  when  you  get  in 
your  car.  No,  what  the  Bible  is 
addressing  is  a  kind  of  consis¬ 
tent,  ongoing  realization  that 
Goa  is  in  control  whatever  else 
may  seem  to  be  blowing  in  the 
wind.  The  great  "I  Am"  has 
committed  to  us  His  love.  His 
sustaining  power,  His  ongoing 
oversight  in  our  lives,  and  He  is 
not  going  to  forsake  us  or  leave 
us.  I  am  talking  about  the  kind 
of  joyful  notes  that  may  not  be 
found  in  any  hymn  book  but 
can  be  found  rolling  around  in 
your  heart  looking  for  a  place 
to  get  out  because  you  know 
who  you  are,  whose  you  are, 
and  where  you  are  headed. 

Jesus  said  to  His  disciples, 
"These  things  have  I  spoken  unto 
you  that  my  joy  might  remain  in 
you  and  that  your  joy  might  be 
full"  (John  15:11).  Lord,  come 
and  touch  my  heart,  fill  me  with 
your  joy,  and  let  it  overflow  to 
bless  someone  else.  Amen!

Reaching  for  Real  Life 

Matthew  19:16-30 


Geneva  Ens 


A  young  college  student 
returning  from  a  mission  trip 
testified  that  he  never  knew 
what  "real  joy"  and  satisfac¬ 
tion  meant  until  he  helped 
lead  a  young  person  to  Christ. 
His  face  glowed  with  his 
newfound  inner  excitement. 
Real  life  occurs  only  when  we 
dwell  in  the  safe  arms  of 
Christ  and  do  His  will. 

Matthew  19  records  Jesus' 
encounter  with  the  rich  young 
ruler  [so  called  by  Luke]  when 
he  sadly  refused  Jesus'  instruc¬ 
tions  for  real  life  happiness  and 
eternal  salvation.  Rather,  he 
wanted  to  do  "good"(v.  16)  to 
earn  eternal  life.  He  claimed  that 
he  had  always  kept  the  Mosaic 
laws,  such  as  obeying  his  par¬ 
ents  and  loving  his  neighbor  as 
himself.  His  claim  to  perfection 


can  be  seen  in  his  self- 
righteous  question: 

"What  lack  I  yet?'  (v.  20). 

Jesus  tola  him  that  - 
"only  One"  person  has  * 
obtained  perfection — only  one  is 
worthy  of  eternal  life — "No  one  is 
good — except  God  alone"  (Mark 
10:18).  By  citing  several  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  to  the  rich 
young  man,  Jesus  explained  the 
impossibility  of  anyone  obtaining 
perfection  and  earning  salvation 
Dy  law-keeping  (Matt.  19:18-19). 

If  indeed  he  could  have  kept 
all  the  commandments  as  he 
professed,  Jesus  instructed  him 
then  to  sell  all  his  possessions 
and  share  with  the  poor.  This 
instruction  exposed  nis  selfish¬ 
ness,  for  he  certainly  had  no 
desire  to  share  his  wealth  with 
die  floor.  Apparently,  his  heart 
strings  were  attached  to  his 
pocket  strings!  Christ's  invita¬ 


tion,  "Come,  follow 
me"  (v.  21)  offered  this 
rich  man  a  way  unto 
real  life,  real  salvation.

Only  God  can  soften 
his  the  hard  heart  and  bring  the 
sh-  rebellious  person  to  repentance, 
no  Luke  1:3/  confirms  this:  "For 
ith  nothing  is  impossible  with  God." 
:art  God's  sovereignty  permeates  the 
his  entire  Bible.  Tne  Old  Testament 
ita-  prophet,  Jeremiah,  had  earlier 


declared,  "Nothing  is  too  hard 
for  you  [Sovereign  Lord]"  (32:17). 

Jesus  taught  me  disciples  and 
us  several  lessons  through  this 
story:  it  is  hard  for  those  more 
interested  in  their  financial  well 
being  than  their  souls  to  enter  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  Why? 
Because  they  are  trusting  in  their 
money  or  possessions  or  success — 
or  all  three!  To  trust  any  other  than 
Christ  is  a  perverted  gospel.  Yet, 
die  difficulty  of  a  wealthy  person 
entering  heaven  does  not  lie  in  his 
or  her  possessions;  for  many 
notable  servants  of  God  are 
praised  in  the  Bible  despite  their 
wealth,  such  as  Job,  Abraham, 
Joseph  of  Arimathea,  and  others. 

Another  lesson  is  never  let 
materialism  blind  our  need  for 
Christ,  for  prayer,  for  study  of  the 
Bible,  and  for  applying  biblical 
principles  to  our  fives.  Reaching 
genuine  life  fulfillment  means 
serving  God  with  all  our  hearts, 
minds,  souls,  and  bodies.  In  the 
future  everyone  will  be  called  on 
to  account  for  the  works  done  for 
Christ's  kingdom,  not  for  salva¬ 
tion— but  because  of  salvation. 

Lastly,  this  text  teaches  that 


those  who  have  sacrificed  the 
most  will  be  rewarded  the 
most.  The  disciples  willingly 
left  their  occupations  to  follow 
Jesus  and  were  promised:  "you 
who  have  followed  me  will 
also  sit  on  twelve  thrones,"  but 
His  promise  does  not  stop  with 
the  disciples.  It  extends  to 
"everyone  who  has  left  hous¬ 
es...  or  father  or  mother  or  chil¬ 
dren  or  fields  for  [Christ's] 
sake";  they  will  be  rewarded 
on  earth  plus  inherit  eternal 
life  (Matt.  19:28-29,  NIV).  With 
this  promise  comes  the  warn¬ 
ing  that  God's  judgment  and 
rewards  are  not  according  to 
humanity's  method  of  mea¬ 
surement  (v.  30). 

Today,  many  willingly  serve 
God  at  home  and  on  tne  mis¬ 
sion  fields.  They  are  buoyed  by 
verses  26  and  29.  The  sad,  rich 
young  ruler's  encounter  with 
Jesus  should  convince  us  that 
real  life  comes  not  from  materi¬ 
al  possessions  but  from  devo¬ 
tion  to  our  Lord.

ing  in  my  faith.  Old  friends  from 
high  school  were  the  first  audi¬ 
ence  for  my  clumsy  first  efforts  at 
evangelism.  I  invited  a  good 
friend  to  church.  Freddie  sat  next 
to  me  in  the  pew  and  heard  the 
same  glorious  sermon  I  heard. 
"He  must  be  about  ready  to  give 
his  life  to  Christ,"  I  thought.  At 
the  end  of  tine  service  I  asked, 
"Freddie,  wasn't  that  the  best  ser¬ 
mon  you  have  ever  heard?  What 
do  you  think?" 

"Well,"  he  paused,  searching 
for  a  polite  response.  "It  was 
okay.  Too  stunned  to  say  any¬ 
thing  I  walked  out  of  church 
with  him.  The  sermon  was  not 
"okay",  it  was  great!  Why  was¬ 
n't  Freddie  as  moved  as  I  was? 

In  the  Parable  of  the  Sower 
Jesus  said  the  sower  scattered 
good  seed.  The  differing  results 


seed  fell.  Not  every  kind  of  soil 
can  allow  the  seed  to  take  root 
and  grow  to  maturity. 

Do  YOU  UNDERSTAND,  LUKE  8:8- 
10;  Isaiah  6:9 

Those  who  heard  Christ 
speak  responded  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  Sometimes  people 
became  angry  while  others 
were  filled  with  joy.  To  the 
same  sermon  different  respons¬ 
es  were  recorded  in  the  New 
Testament,  but  we  can  notice 
the  same  thing  nearly  every 
Sunday.  Assume  for  a  moment 
the  message  is  on  salvation, 
tithing,  or  divorce.  Not  every¬ 
one  who  says  "Good  sermon, 
Pastor,"  may  mean  it,  but  many 
do.  Some  people  out  of  anger 
may  leave  church  by  another 
exit  so  they  won't  have  to  see 


the  preacher.  The  same 
message,  preached  at 
the  same  time,  by  the 
same  person  yields  dif¬ 
fering  responses. 

Some  of  those  who 
responded  to  Christ  in 
a  favorable  way  at  first 
were  not  to  be  found  in 
a  month  or  two.  They 
fell  away.  The  crowds 
ers  shouting  "Hosanna!", 
as  Christ  entered  Jerusalem  on 
Palm  Sunday,  were  shouting 
"Crucify  Him!"  before  the 
week  was  out.  Of  the  thou¬ 
sands  who  were  blessed  by 
Christ  and  demonstrated  affec¬ 
tion  for  Him  only  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty  were  pre¬ 
sent  when  the  church  gathered 
in  an  upper  room  in  Jerusalem 
after  His  resurrection  and 
ascension  (Acts  1:15).  Where 
had  everyone  gone?  They  cer¬ 
tainly  gave  an  impression  of 
having  made  a  good  start  in  the 
right  direction. 

Some  listeners  were  content 
not  to  understand  what  Jesus 
said  in  His  parable  of  the 
sower.  Some  were  satisfied 
with  not  being  able  to  see  more. 
The  disciples,  however,  wanted 
to  understand  the  mysteries 


about  which  Jesus  spoke  and 
were  given  additional  instruc¬ 
tion  which  deepened  their 
understanding  of  the  parable. 
Those  who  nad  little  or  no 
appetite  for  instruction  in  right¬ 
eousness  were  left  in  their  igno¬ 
rance;  they  hardened  their 
heart  and  closed  their  mind. 

Are  you  productive,  Luke 
8:11-15 

Don't  misunderstand  the 
Parable  of  the  Sower.  Never 
should  it  be  thought  that  those 
whom  Christ  has  redeemed 
might  become  lost  all  over  again, 
ana  that  is  not  what  this  parable 
teaches.  Only  one  type  of  soil  in 
this  parable  leads  to  salvation. 
Four  types  are  noted,  therefore, 
three  conditions  out  of  the  four 
illustrate  lack  of  saving  faith. 

In  verse  5,  some  seed  fell 
beside  the  road.  The  packed 
earth  of  the  roadbed  is  no  good 

Elace  to  grow.  The  soil  cannot 
e  penetrated  before  some  bird 
eats  the  seed  or  some  person 
tramples  the  life  out  of  the 
seed.  In  verse  6,  some  of  the 
seed  fell  in  the  shallow  soil 
between  the  rocks.  There  was  a 
momentary  greening  of  life, 
but  because  there  was  too  little 


soil  to  accommodate  the  full 
potential  of  the  seed,  the  plant 
died.  In  verse  7,  some  seed  fell 
among  the  thorns  where  the 
plant  was  choked.  Hard  soil, 
thin  soil,  not-enough-to-sus- 
tain-life-soil  will  not  allow 
God's  kind  of  life  to  develop 
and  thrive.  In  verse  8,  the  good 
soil  (tilled,  weeded,  fertilized,' 
watered)  is  receptive  to  the 
Gospel  seed,  ana  will  enable 
the  plant  to  become  as  big  as 
Goa  needs  it  to  be. 

How  DOES  YOUR  GARDEN 
GROW? 

How  is  the  Gospel  growing 
in  our  life?  I'm  convinced  some 
weed  is  competing  for  the  soil 
our  faith  needs  to  grow  on. 
How  deep  do  our  convictions 
go?  Is  depth  an  option  for  us? 
Does  Christ  prefer  us  to  be 
deep  or  shallow  thinkers?  In 
some  way  Satan  is  trying  to  sell 
us  on  a  cheap,  simple-minded 
Christianity.  How  nard  is  the 
path  we've  taken?  Our  faith 
will  do  just  fine  in  difficulty 
provided^  we  love  the  benefits 
of  obedience  more  than  the 
benefits  of  disobedience.
